S U P P R E S S IN G T H E N E W S 


A majority of Americans have no use for dictator­ 
ships and lose no time in saying so. 
But there are among us some people who would 
.heroine dictators in America, in our own towns, in 
our own counties, or states, if given half a charlet. 
There are people who try to keep out of the news­ 
papers. items about their own indiscretions or those 
of friends, or criticisms of themselves. When some­ 
thing like that occurs, they ask the newspaper not to 
print it. They use all kinds of excuses to show why. 
You as newspaper editor explain to them that 
you have a public trust; that the public buys your 
newspaper for the news. You inform them that you 
run your newspaper in accordance with the highest 
traditions of the ‘Fourth Estate’. The two chief -radi- 
tvons are the Whole Trust and Impartiality. You e x ­ 
plain that Impartiality means that you give both side> 
a chance to be heard in your newspaper; that you are 
not following the line laid down by a certain group in 
your town or county, and that news is news whether 
it praises or criticizes. 
You also explain that the newspaper’s function is 
to spread news, not to PROJECT a certain official 
or a department or a party. You remind them again 
that, when your newspaper can he depended on WO 
PROJECT some one or some group, you have ‘sold 
out’ and are not any longer representing the general 
public. 
. 
Hitler got his start by muzzling the press of Ger­ 
many. He saw to it that nothing appeared in print 
which was critical of him or his party. He changed 
German newspapers from news broadcasters to pro­ 
jectors.

Expert Writes 
Book On Farm 
Lease Problem 


The instability of occupancy by 
tenants is one of the biggest trou­ 
bles involved in fat ii least* ope re, 
turns in Texas today. 
That is the basis on which Joe 
Motheral, rural life economist of 
fexas A. and M. College, has pre 
pared a 
publication, “ Notice of 
Termination 
A Farm 
Lease 
Problem in Texas.’’ 
which 
ha- 
t een made available to county ag­ 
ricultural agents in the state. The 
report describes the character arid 
growth of the occupancy and sug­ 
gests possible solutions that are 
aimed to aid the farm-tenant and 
landlord 
in 
reaching 
mutually 
satisfactory leasing 
agreements. 
Mothers Pa suggestions are based 
i n a ten-year study of farm leases 
in Texas. 
Of several weaknesses in Texas’ 
farm lease set-up, none has so 
often troubled landlords and ten­ 
ants. nor slowed economical pro­ 
duction on rented farms, as the 
instability 
of 
occupancy, 
says 
Motheral. 
The economist has made this re­ 
port available to county agents 
and other agricultural workers in 
tin* hope that improved tenant- 
lardlord 
relationships 
will come 
to Texas farms.
